No amount of talk about civil 
liberty can disguise or obscure the 
fact that Wm S. Taylor, both be- 
fore and after he had been lawful- 
ly deposed as Governor, converted 
the Government of Kentucky into 
a military dictatorship, so far as 
his authority reached, and sus- 
pended the operation of the laws. 
He did this by the aid of despera- 
does from the mountains and of 
militia used in an unlawful man- 
ner. 

It has always been the resource of 
tyrants to resort to force when the 
laws do not please them. Milita- 
ry power, in conetitutioi 
ernment, has often been resorted 
to in order to carry out purposes 
which the law does not sanction. 
Parliaments and Legislatures have 
been dispersed by armed forces, 
but never without producing a 
profound sensation and evoking 
the gravest protests. The en- 
trance of United States troops in- 
to the hall of the Louisiana Leg- 
islature caused a profound sensa- 
tion throughout the UnioB. For 
reasons of thiB sort the power of 
the Executive over troops is ev- 
erywhere limited, except in des- 
potic countries. In Great Britain 
Parliament holds the purse and 
makes appropriations for the ar- 
my only for a limited period. The 
same is true in the United States, 
and with it is coupled the policy 
of a small standing army in time 
of peace. 

It was not by accident that the 
provision was put into our Con- 
stitution that the Governor should 
not command the militia in the 
field except by the request of the 
Legislature. Nor was it by acci- 
dent that our laws provided that 
when the Governor called out the 
militia they must be made subject 
to the orders of a Mayor of a city, 
Sheriff or Jailer of a county, or 
Marshal. Such a provision was 
necessary to make the military 
subordinate to the civil power. 
With like intent, it was provided 
that the assent and recommenda- 
tion of a County Judge should be 
necessary to the organization of a 
company of militia in any county. 
That rebel troops might not be re- 
cruited undjr the name of inde- 
pendent bands of armed men, the 
law further provited that no body 
of armed men other than the State 
Guard and United States Jtroops 
should parade in nrms without a 
license from the Governor. 

Every one of these piovisiouB, 
intended as muniments of liberty, 
was violated by W. S. Taylor and 
his predecessor. The story how 
this was done has been often told. 
That it did not create a wave of 
indignation oli over the country 
was due to the industrious cam- 
paign of misrepresentation and

Marshals at the Polls. 

The statement has been made with- 
in the past few days, says a dispatch 
from Washington, by an official at the 
national committee thatsuflBi 
numbers of United States deputy 
marshals will be distributed over the 
State of Kentucky at the various poll- 
ing places to prevent any intimidation 
of voters, and to see that the ballots 
are counted as they were cast. 

Senator Joe C. S. Blackburn says he 
has been aware of the plan for some 
time, and characterizes it as an at- 
tempt to -steal the electoral vote of 
Kentucky. The State being naturally 
Democratic, according to his view, 
and the election law about to be en- 
acted being manifestly fair and impar- 
tial, there can be no other interpreta- 
tion than thatit is to be a case of steal. 

He asserts that he has warned the

•n to Kentucky in a few days in 
order to be present at the opening of 
e campaign, so that the Democrats 
11 be certain to take steps to exploit 
thoroughly the danger impending.
